Veterinarian J. E. Foster States 


There is no Cause for Alarm on 
Account of Disease Now Much 
Prevalant in This County 


A iireat deal of alarm is !n-in«r caused among horse owners in 


ihi* county on account of an epidemic of distemper which has ap- 
parently assumed dangerous proportions. 


In several parts of the county the malady is spreading :iud on 


account of the epidemic among horses in Kansas which has assum- 
ed sueh large proportions that the state has been asked for help in 
stamping it out, it was at tirst feared thai the same malady had 
spread to this state. 


However. Veterinarian J. K. Foster stated Thursday night 


that the Kansas malady is something entirely new to science and 
had not been diagnosed. He also stated that there is no similarity 


} between the Kansas epidemic and the distemper now prevalent in 
11his count v.

Secretary of 
State Knok pointed out the ex- 
treme difficulty in doing this buti 
promised to accede to the family's 
wishes. There being no embalm-1 
ing facilities at Adis Ababa, it will • 
be necessary to send to Europe for 
a metallic casket in which to ship 
the bodj-. which will require sev- 
eral weeks time. It \vill also re- 
quire 2i days to transport the 
body from Adis Ababa to the 
coast, via caravan. 


Wires in Bad Condition. 


Although the deputies did not 


state positively just what caused 
the blaze, they stated that the 
wiring of he building was in very 
bad condition and might have 
been the cause.
